Sec. 12-802.1. Exterior reflective markings.

(a) Every school bus sold or manufactured for use in

Illinois on or after January 1, 2002 nust be equipped wth

exterior reflective narkings on the rear and sides of the bus

that conply with rules adopted by the Secretary of State.

(b) The Secretary shall adopt rules for inplenenting

this Section. The rul es:

(1) shall require the rear of school buses to be

marked wth reflective naterial to outline the perineter

of the back of the bus and the perineter of the rear

ener gency exit.

(2) shall require the horizontal application of

strips of reflective naterial, not less than 1.75 inches

wi de, above the rear wi ndows, and above the rear bunper

fromthe edges of the rear emergency exit door to both

corners of the school bus wth wvertical strips of

reflective material at each corner connected to the

hori zontal strips.

(3) shall require the horizontal application of

strips of reflective naterial, not less than 1.75 inches

wide, the entire length of the sides of the school bus

and |located equidistant between the floorline and the

beltline of the bus.

(4 nmay require the marking of the front, rear, or

both bunpers of school buses with refl ective materi al
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between 1.75 inches and 2.25 inches wide, applied at a 45

deqree angle to the center line of the road surface.
